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This is in referenceto yourapplication for correctionof yournaval recordpursuantto the
provisions of title 10 of the United StatesCode,section 1552.

A three-memberpanelof the Board for Correctionof Naval Records,sitting in executive
session,consideredyour applicationon 13 October1999. Your allegationsof error and injustice
were reviewedin accordancewith administrativeregulationsand proceduresapplicableto the
proceedingsof this Board. Documentarymaterialconsideredby theBoard consistedof your
application,togetherwith all material submittedin support thereof,yournaval record and
applicablestatutes,regulationsand policies. In addition, the Board consideredtheadvisory
opinion furnishedby BUPERSmemorandum1160 PERS 815 of 15 September1999, a copy of
which is attached.

After careful and conscientiousconsiderationof the entire record, theBoard found that the
evidencesubmittedwas insufficient to establishtheexistenceof probablematerialerroror
injustice. In this connection,theBoard substantiallyconcurredwith thecommentscontainedin
the advisoryopinion. Accordingly, yourapplication hasbeendenied. The namesand votesof
the membersof thepanel viii! be furnished uponrequest.

It is regrettedthat the circumstancesof yourcaseare such that favorableaction cannotbe taken.
You are entitled to havethe Board reconsiderits decisionupon submissionof new and material
evidenceor othermatternot previously consideredby the Board. In this regard,it is important
to keepin mind that a presumptionof regularityattachesto all official records. Consequently,
when applying for a correctionof an official naval record, the burden is on theapplicantto
demonstratethe existenceof probablematerialerror or injustice.

1. In response to reference (a), recommend disapproval of
petitioner’s request.

- Petitioner reenlisted on 1 Oct 1998 for four years and
received a zone “B” SRB entitlement for NEC 5236. Petitioner’s
EAOS at the time was 10 Mar 1999. Reference (b) carried the zone
“B” SRB entitlement for NEC 5326 at the maximum of $20K.

- Reference (c) released on 3 Nov 1998 increased the SRB
maximum for NEC 5326 to $30K vice $20K.

- Petitioner requests to change the reenlistment date of 1
Oct 1998 to reflect 22 Mar 1999 and receive the zone “B” SRB
maximum of $30K.

- NAVY PERSONNELCOMMAND/OPNAVcannot provide information
pertaining to subsequent SRB NAVADMIN’s until after the NAVADMIN
has been released. Therefore the petitioner could not have been
counseled concerning reference (c) prior to the reenlistment.
Petitioner’s hindsight is not sufficient grounds to change the
reenlistment date of 1 Oct 1998 as no error or injustice was
committed.

2. In view of the above, recommend petitioner’s record remain as
is.

3. This is an advisory memorandum to reference (a) for use
by the Board for Correction of Naval Records (BCNR) only.
